No One Willing to 
Undertake e Operatic. 


New York, May 2. 
“The completed $200,000,000 -sec- 
tion of the $800,000,000 subway 
system constructed by ‘New York 
City stands, idle to-day except for 
a few work trains running through 
it, with nobody willing to undertake 


the operation of it under the B-cent 
fare contract _ offered by the 
municipal government. 

For several months trains of cara 
have been running up and down the

ton Heights ‘to Fulton Street in

But for the exceptional bravery 
displayed by the Chief Officer of the 
Shanghai Fire Brigade, in the per- 
son of Captain J. G, Dyson, and his 
courageous , band of firemen, there 
might .have been a second Georges 
Philippar disaster iv Shanghai last 
Sunday when the Japanese troop 
transport Bombay Maru caught fire 
and threatened to cause an: explo- 
sion, which, had it occurred, would 
have done incalculable damage to 
human life and property. 

It is an epic of -fire-fighting that 
would do honour to any fire brigade 
in any part of the world, and if 
there were such an institution in 
China as ‘the Victoria Cross, Captain 
Dyson and his men would richly 
imerit the decoration for their 
gallantry and self-abnegation in the 
face of extreme and momentary 
peril, The manner in which .the 
Members of the Shanghal Fire 
Brigade .and’ others engaged in 
battling with the flames stuck to 
their task, in the full knowledge 
that possible death was only a few 
;minutes away, provides material 
from which a saga of fire-fighting

SITUATION IN 
JAPAN 


Split in New 
Cabinet. 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

On the eve of the opening of 
the special session of the Diet, 
the first since the assassination 
of Prime Minister Inukai, a seri- 
ious split in the newly-formed 
Cabinet was narrowly averted. 
The trouble arose aver the ques- 
tion of the appointment of a vice- 
Minister for Home Affairs, both 
the Seiyukai and Minseito parties 
idemanding to be allowed to name 
an appointee. 

Finally the matter was "settled 
by the Seiyukai group agreeing 
to leave Viscount Saito, recently- 
chosen Prime Minister, free to 
decide the point’ 

Subsequently: the Seiyukai 
issued a statement declaring that

The amount of the tax 
(from 1 to 6 per cent) is added to 
the retail price of an article and is 
usually shown on the customer's 
invoice, :
